Henry P. Diehl, one of the bes"t 


known and most influential citizens 
of Golerain township, Bedford county 
died at the home of his son, Phillip, 
Friend's Cove, Thursday, Nov. 15-> 


Mr. Diehl, for more than half-a 
century, had been prominently ident- 
ified with the agricultural, Tftnanciali 
and political interests of Colerain 
township. 
He was born in Colerain 
township, July -12, 1825, a son 61 
Solomon Diehl and a descendant in 
the fourth generation from Samuel 
Diehl, the founder of the Diehl family 
of this part of the Union. 


Samuel Diehl, who was of German 
ancestry, probably- of German parent- 
age, was born in Loudoun County, 
Virginia, in~1740. In 1784 he-came
